After supper she sat in a chair read- 


ing, and after a time her grandmother, 
Mrs. John Beatty, who also lives with 
Mrs. Frazier. went io bed in an ai- 
joining room, and for a time all was 
quiet in the house. This silence was 
broken only cnce, when Ida called to 
her grandmother, askins her where a 
lead pencil could be found.

woman gave the desired Information, j 
and soon after all was again still with 


no sound to indicate the desperate 
mental struggle that must have gone 
on in the young woman's mind as she 
contemplated the awful nature of her 
proposed act. 


Undoubtedly she pictured to herself 


her desertion by her lover and tl>e des- 
olation in her heart as she contemplat- 
ed a life without him, 
overmastered 


her. She could not live without him, 
it seemed to her that he could not be 
to her what she wished him, and only 
two alternatives appeared to present 
themselves. Life without hire, unbear-

Finally her mind was made up and

OVER 159 MINERS ARE ENTOMBED. 


Several Hundred at Work Trying: to Liberate Im- 


prisoned Men Near Gheswich, Pa. 


Three on the Tipple Badly Burned by the Explosion and One of the Trio Died 


Qn_Way to Hospital—riany JDx^tless Killed by Explosion or by ._ —,_ 


Suffocation—Superintendent Sends for Assistance and 


Everv Effort to Rescue Miners is Being Made. 


Pittshurg, Pa., Jan. 25.--Between 


125 and 150 meri were entombed by an 
explosion in the shaft of the Harwick 
Coal company near Cheswic-;, tnis 
rooming, shortly nfter 8 o'clock. None 
of the men had been rescued at 11 
o'clock End it is believed that many 
of them were either killed outright by 
'fee explosion or have been suffocated 
by the gas. Several hundred men are 
at work trying to liberate "the impris- 
oned miners. There are employed at 
the mine 200 men. 150 working inside 
r.Tid the 
remainder on. tho tipple. 


Three men on the tipple were badly 
burned by the explosion. 


With '•'. loud report am! an upheaval 


like an earthquake the woodwork o£ 
the tipple was destroyed. 
Tlie shaft 


was filled with debris, rooks and earth, 
comyletsly shutting off all means of 
escape for those in the mine. Whether

Highland County Church—riembers of Congrega- 


tion File Complaint-Father in Newark Says 


Factional Trouble is at Bottom of it. 


WEDDING 


Hillsboro, 0.. Jan. 25—The congre- 


gations of the Christian churches at 
Lynchburg and Fairview, this county, 
have been greatly wrought up the past 
week over the actions 01 their pastor, 
Rev. James Burton Smith. 


Rev. Mr. Smith came to Lyncburg 


and Fairview and was taken up by the 
congregations of both churches. He 
told a tale of suffering and woe and 
persecution that enlisted the sympa 
thies of these good people. 


He claimed to have established a 


mission in Northern Alabama, where 
he baptized a negro. This brougl^ 
down upon him the wrath of iiis white 
neighbors. After a fight of several 
months he TV as compelled to abandon 


the field he said. 
' 


Both congregations 
took him up 


without investigating his story and em 
ployed him for a year, beginning Aug 
ust 1, 1903. In a short lime stories 
began to be whispered about concern 
ing what they now call his "unsavory" 
past. The Fairview church induced 
iiim to resign several weeks,ago. 


A factional fight was inaugurated in. 


the Lynchburg congregation and 
number attempted to uphold their 
preacher's hanrls. 
Several dayp ago 


..Tie fight becoming warmer 
than he 


;ouH stand, he lianded his resignation 
.o the supervising committee of the 
'hurch and they recommended its ac- 
•eptance, the resignation to be effec- 
ive January 23. 


Before the time was up Rev. Mr. 


Smith quietly left the community, leav- 
ng many outstanding debts 


The church took action withdrawing 


rom their preacher and ordered the 
ommittee to report the same to the 
Christian papers.

Hold it firm- 
ly in place with one hand and with 
tracing too! trace around the design 
with lirm pressure. licniovc tbe paper 
design, and the indented design TS ill be 
found on the leather. 
- The leather is now ready for tooling 
nnd should again be sponged on both 
sides, allowing it to absorb moisture 
before beginning work on it.
